Business Improvement District scheme could see firms unite 

‘EXCITING’ BID 
TO HELP TOWN 


BANBURY town centre could be 
given a major boost if an “excit¬ 
ing” new scheme funded by local 
businesses is approved. 

In an attempt to find a way of bring¬ 
ing more shoppers into the town, con¬ 
sideration is being given to setting up 
Business Improvement District. 

The new project - the second of its 
kind in Oxfordshire - would involve 
companies pooling funds to back 
schemes which they believe would ben¬ 
efit the high street. 

This could include marketing events, 
extra security for shops, or improve¬ 
ments to car parking. 

The proposals have been put forward 
by the town’s Chamber of Commerce, 
with the support of local businesses. 

Chamber of Commerce vice-chair¬ 
man Nick Poole said: “This is a very 
exciting opportunity for Banbury and 
it has worked fantastically well in other 
places. 

“Sometimes there can be a bit of re¬ 
sistance to the idea but we find that af¬ 
ter four or five years more than 90 per 
cent are in favour of doing it. 

“The BID can be anything that the 
businesses want it to be, the money 
could be marketing or promotions, spe-

cial events and to bring people into the 
town.” 

In a BID businesses would pay an ex¬ 
tra cost in business rates, with the mon¬ 
ey being held by an independent entity 
set up through the district. 

This entity would have its own board, 
with business leaders elected by mem¬ 
bers of the BID. 

Mr Poole added: “You might get some 
businesses who do not want to take part, 
but unfortunately if they are in the mi¬ 
nority they will have to pay the levy 

“It can be quite a small amount of 
money so smaller businesses can ben¬ 
efit, and if everyone contributes they 
will get promotion as well.” 

A BID has already been approved for 
Abingdon’s town centre - the first in 
the county - with 58 per cent of 148 
businesses voting in favour of the pro¬ 
ject. 

The idea was first put forward with 
the help of Bryan Brown, chairman of 
the town’s civic society. 

He said: “We have found that these 
projects are very useful in regenerat¬ 
ing town centres. 
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“It gets the people who are concerned 
the most - the traders - getting the most 
involved and that is a really important 
principle. 

“Otherwise these areas will probably 
be managed by the public sector and 
they might not have the right experi¬ 
ence.” 

The consultation will be carried out 
by South Midlands-based company 
Heartflood, on behalf of Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council. The consultation began 
on June 20 and will run until September.

BANBURY'S Post Office is set to 
move inside the Castle Quay shop¬ 
ping centre after it was threatened 
with closure.

The Post Office has said the 
change will mean extending open 
hours while offering the same 
services as the previous office. 

Post Office Crown Network 
general manager Roger Gale said: 
"We are committed to keeping 
our services on the high street 
which we know is hugely 
important to people. 

"This proposal means we can 
continue to do that, into the 
future." 

Subject to consultation, the 
post office will have three serving 
positions, including one screened 
and two open-plan counters. 



There would also be two self- 
service kiosks. 

The plans to franchise the office 
have been criticised by the 
Communication Workers Union, 
which represents post office 
workers. 

Area representative Sue 
Trehearne said the news had 
been "unsettling" for workers 
and they had been left shocked 
when told the office might have 
to close. 

Residents are invited to take 
part in a consultation, which 


started last week, so they can 
have their say on the plans. 

The public consultation 
welcomes feedback on factors on 
the location, the proposed 
premises, accessibility or other 
community issues residents would 
like to see discussed. 

Opening hours will be 9am to 
5.30pm Monday to Saturday, and 
10.30am to 2.30pm on Sundays. 

The new office would be 500 
metres from its current location. 

Existing staff in the current 
branch have been offered the 
chance to take up a position at 
the new branch if they wish to do 
so. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
previously called for possible 
franchisees to come forward and 
take on the running of the 
service.

Firefighters practise river 
rescue skills as part of 
Drowning Prevention Week

FIREFIGHTERS across Ox¬ 
fordshire have warned of the 
dangers faced when swimming 
in the county’s rivers and ca¬ 
nals, as they mark National 
Drowning Prevention Week. 

Latest figures show crews in the 
county were called out eight times 
last year to rescue people from wa¬ 
ter, but so far this year there have 
already been 13. 

Last week firefighters in Ban¬ 
bury carried out a training exer¬ 
cise at a reservoir beside the M40. 

The officers practised wading 
through the water, moving a res¬ 
cue sled and throwing out a rope to 
people pretending to be in trouble. 

Overlooked by station manager 
Steve Anderson, the crew worked 
hard to prepare themselves for the 
rescue calls they hope they will 
never have to answer. 

Mr Anderson, who has worked 
in the county for the last 15 years, 
said: “What we want to do is high¬ 
light the dangers that members 
of the public have when they go 
swimming. 

“We do not want to ruin people’s 
fun, but there are some key mes¬ 
sages we need to get out to stop peo¬ 
ple getting in that position.” 

There have also been four fa¬ 
talities since the start of last year 
from drownings. 

That figure includes 16-year-old 
Ellis Downes from Harwell, who 
drowned in the River Thames at 
Culham last month, and Cheney 
School pupil Aown Dogar, 13, who 



died in the river by Donnington 
Bridge. 

Mr Anderson said: “These fig¬ 
ures seem quite low, but actually 
for us they are pretty high. 

“From a national perspective 
they are really pushing these mes¬ 
sages for people to stay safe, as for 
us we are a small county but obvi¬ 
ously have a lot of river water.” 

Speaking about the sharp in¬ 
crease in rescues, Mr Anderson 
said it might be down to the warm¬ 
er weather so far this year which 
made people more likely to go 
swimming. 

He added: “School holidays are 
usually a peak time because there 
are more people going down to the 
rivers. 

“In my personal experience, a lot 
of the people we rescue may have 
had too much to drink as well and 
ended up in the water.” 

Response teams will usually 
wade out if the water is low enough 
to walk, or will throw out a line of 
rope to pull someone in. 

Firefighters will also patrol the 
river bank to watch out for any 
debris, and to warn against any 
quick changes in currents. 

Mr Anderson said: “That team 
will be able to swim through the 
water to get to people and they also 
have the use of a boat as well.”

A fuel tank was damaged but 
the Banbury resident managed to 
reach the south coast where he crash 
landed at Thorney Island airfield in 
Sussex. 

The plane burst into flames, the 
navigator died and Mr Holmes and 
his crew were badly burnt. 

Speaking after being handed his 
medal, Mr Holmes said: “The quali¬ 
fication for membership was be¬ 
ing badly burned. Not many people 
wanted to join. There was some con¬ 
solation. We had to be well-hydrated 
and so there was always a barrel of 
beer in our ward.”

Special needs 
free school 
hope unveiled 

A NEW free school could be set up in 
North Oxfordshire for pupils with 
complex special educational needs. 

The Iffley Academy, the county's 
largest special school based in Oxford, 
has announced it is preparing a bid to 
open the facility for children aged 
seven to 18. The proposed school 
would offer specialist day provision 
for young people and mirror the 
practices of the Oxford school. 

Iffley Academy headteacher Kay 
Willett said: "At present, many of our 
pupils, who have very specific learning 
needs, have to travel from Banbury 
and Bicester to attend our school in 
central Oxford. By opening a school in 
North Oxfordshire, we can educate 
these pupils in their local 
communities. The growth of housing 
development and the population in 
Banbury and Bicester is increasing, 
which is putting further pressure on 
special school places. 

"A new school offering places for 
pupils with cognition and learning 
difficulties, social, emotional and 
mental health difficulties, and Autistic 
Spectrum Condition will complement 
and extend the excellent SEN already 
provided by the state-funded special 
schools in the area." 

Parents and carers are invited to 
have their say on the proposal at a 
public meeting on July 11 at the 
Warriner School in Bloxham. 

The meeting will start at 6.30pm and 
there will be more information about 
the application available. 

Ms Willett said: "If you have a child 
with special educational needs please 
come along."

UNDERSCORED with a 
heartfelt anti-bullying message, 
Central Intelligence is a 
surprisingly sweet and goofy 
mismatched buddy comedy that 
might lack the quick-wittedness 
promised by its title but has 
good will in abundance. 

Surprisingly, Dwayne Johnson 
is gifted the lion’s share of the 
haphazard script’s one-liners 
and physical pratfalls. 

The wrestling superstar 
turned hulking action hero 
embraces his character’s 
eccentricities with gusto, 
casting the typically hyperactive 
Kevin Hart as a relative straight 
man rather than the usual 
catalyst of on-screen tomfoolery. 

Calvin Joyner (Hart) was the 
golden boy of his high school in 
1996, winning countless awards 
for his sporting prowess. 

He proudly assumed the 
nickname Golden Jet and 
delighted classmates with his 
signature move: a backflip from 
a standing position. 

In sharp contrast, overweight 
misfit Robbie Weirdicht 
(Johnson) was bullied 
mercilessly by classmates and 
suffered the humiliation of 
being flung naked into the 
school gymnasium during an 
end of term student rally hosted 
by Principal Kent (Phil Reeves). 

Twenty years later, Calvin is a 
humble accountant, who has 
married his sweetheart, Maggie 
(Danielle Nicolet). 

Their high school reunion 
beckons and Calvin is reluctant 
to attend because he doesn’t feel 
he has delivered on the promise 
of his formative years. 

Out of the blue, Robbie 
reconnects with Calvin via 
social media and the two men 
bond over a couple of drinks. 


It transpires that Robbie is a 
CIA agent, who may or may not 
be in possession of missile 
launch codes that are poised to 
be sold to a mysterious buyer 
(Thomas Kretschmann). 

Rival CIA agent Pamela Harris 
(Amy Ryan) and her colleagues 
Mitchell (Tim Griffin) and 
Cooper (Timothy John Smith) 
recruit Calvin because they 
believe Robbie is a terrorist 
known as the Black Badger. 

Torn between past and 
present, Calvin must deduce if 
he can trust Robbie or if he is 
being used as a pawn in a deadly 
conspiracy 

At a sprightly 108 minutes, 
Central Intelligence doesn’t 
outstay its welcome, keeping us 
guessing about Robbie’s true 
motives until the explosive final 
frames. 

Thurber’s script, co-written by 
Ike Barinholtz and David 
Stassen, punctuates the 
fractious banter with slow 
motion action sequences 
including a hilariously 
overblown chase around an 
open-plan office. 

The boundless, puppy dog 
energy of the film and its eager- 
to-please double-act ultimately 
proves irresistible.

Is there another car sold today 
that rivals the Mazda MX-5’s lega¬ 
cy? The Porsche 911 is an icon and 
the Toyota GT86 might well 
become one. The Volkswagen Golf 
is a name most can identify with, 
but the MX-5 is special. It has 
rewritten the record books again 
and again for sports car sales and 
its recipe of light weight, driver 
focus and simple front engine and 
rear drive layout just has an inher¬ 
ent rightness about it that hasn’t 
dated. 

But, as is the case with most cars, 
successive generations get bigger 
and heavier. The MX-5 hasn’t been 
immune to this issue, customers 
demanding improved safety, more 
equipment and better quality as 
each successive generation has 
been developed. 

With this MK4 model though, 
Mazda has drawn a line in the sand 
and gone back to what made the 
MX-5 so great in the first place. 

The fourth generation car has 


gone back to basics and is all the 
better for it. 

Driving Experience 

This rejection of a ‘more is bet¬ 
ter’ philosophy is a bit of a run¬ 
ning theme throughout this ‘ND’ 
MX-5. The car’s offered with either 
a 1.5-litre 131PS engine or a 2.0- 
litre 160PS unit. Mazda’s chassis 
engineers will steer you to the 1.5- 
litre powerplant as they feel it’s 
the purest specification for the 
MX-5 and also the lightest, tipping 
the scales at around the tonne. 
That makes this the lightest MX-5 
since the original first generation 
‘NA’ car of the Nineties. 

Design and Build 

The shape of the MX-5 hasn’t 
changed radically from generation 
to generation. This one’s no excep¬ 
tion, but there’s a bit more aggres¬ 
sion about the detailing, the car 
looking like a shrunken Jaguar 
F-Type roadster from the rear 
three-quarter. Some have thought 
there’s something a bit fishy-look- 
ing about the front end but it’ll 
probably grow on you. See one in 
the metal and you’ll be amazed at 
just how tiny it is. It’s fully 105mm 
shorter in overall length than the 
outgoing version, despite the 
wheelbase only being 15mm less. It 
also stands 20mm lower and 10mm 


wider. Lower and wider is always 
good for a roadster’s stance. 

In another clever touch, the seat 
cushions are supported on netting 
instead of the usual metal springs, 
allowing Mazda to reduce weight 
and seat the driver’s hip point clos¬ 
er to the road. A lower driver then 
means the windscreen header rail 
can shift backwards, in this case 
by 70mm, which in turn means the 
hood is shorter and lighter, and 
also easier to package when folded. 

Market and Model 

Given that there’s only one body- 
style, one engine and two gearbox¬ 
es, there are quite a few MX-5s to 
choose between. Mazda offers the 
car in four trim levels, prices start 
at around £18,500, with 2.0-litre 
models costing from just over 
£20,000. 

The MX-5 gets alloy wheels, LED 
headlights, a leather steering 
wheel, plus a lightweight and sleek 
fabric hood. SE-L models add LED 
daytime running lights, climate 
control air-conditioning, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth and cruise con¬ 
trol, plus Mazda’s MZD-Connect 
connectivity and infotainment sys¬ 
tem with 7-inch colour touch¬ 
screen display and Multimedia 
Commander. SE-L models with the 
2.0-litre 160PS engine get gunmetal 
17-inch alloy wheels and piano 


black door mirrors, as well as ben¬ 
efiting from a strut tower bar and 
limited slip differential. No prizes 
for guessing what SE-L Nav mod¬ 
els include. Step up to Sport trim 
and both the 1.5 and 2.0-litre cars 
feature rain sensing wipers, rear 
parking sensors, smart keyless 
entry, Premium Bose Surround- 
Sound and heated leather seats. 

Cost of Ownership 

Stick with light weight and mod¬ 
est power outputs and this dictates 
a raft of affordable costs. The MX-5 
has long been the exemplar of the 
affordable sports car and emis¬ 
sions are agreeably low, the 1.5- 
litre engine pegged at 139g/km and 
the 2.0-litre 161g/km. The old car 
was no great shakes in terms of 
efficiency In fact the old 2.0-litre 
emitted 181g/km, worse than 
204bhp worth of BMW 523i, so it’s 
good to see Mazda sharpening up 
their act in that regard. 

Residual values ought to hold up 
well, with the MX-5 a favourite 
amongst used car buyers due to its 
relative simplicity, strong reliabili¬ 
ty, and low cost to insure. 

Summary 

Weight is the enemy. Excess 
weight in a car dulls its responses, 
makes it harder to turn, stop and 
accelerate, ensures that it drinks 


more fuel and puts greater stresses 
on virtually every moving part, 
parts which then have to be beefed 
up and made heavier to cope. The 
Mazda MX-5 reverses that cycle, 
stripping weight off which in turn 
allows it to pare more weight back 
with other simple lightweight com¬ 
ponentry It’s a brilliant piece of 
engineering. 

It also goes to show that you can 
probably have more fun with 1.5 
litres worth of MX-5 than you can 
with some supercars. No, that’s 
not hyperbole. Try it and you’ll 
see. If you measure your cars in 
terms of smiles per mile, the MX-5 
has to be right near the top of your 
shortlist.

THE fifth generation Volkswagen 
Polo has very quickly established 
itself as a favourite with British 
buyers and used examples retain 
their value well. Stepping out of the 
shadow of the iconic Golf takes 
some doing but this was the first 
Polo in a long time that did just 
that. Here’s what to look for when 
tracking down a used model. 

The History 

The fifth-generation Polo arrived 
in British dealers back in October 
2009 with a range that drew upon 34 
years of experience in this market 
sector. At launch, the Polo was 
offered with a choice of five 
engines, three petrol and two diesel. 
These were a pair of naturally-aspi¬ 
rated 1.2-litre engines with 60 or 70 
PS and a 1.4-litre 85 PS; plus two 1.6- 
litre common rail TDI units produc¬ 
ing 75 or 90 PS. 

The following year saw the intro¬ 
duction of the 1.2-litre 105 PS turbo¬ 
charged TSI engine and the special¬ 
ist GTI and BlueMotion models. 

The rather slow-selling Moda and 
SE models were then pensioned off 
and an old favourite badge came in 
to replace them, in the form of the 


Polo Match. The following year saw 
the introduction of the aggressive- 
looking Polo R-Line and the excel¬ 
lent 1.4-litre 140PS BlueGT. 

Volkswagen also started fitting 
DAB digital radios and Bluetooth as 
standard to the Polo. In Spring 2013, 
there were more equipment tweaks 
with the BlueMotion and Match get¬ 
ting rear parking sensors, cruise 
control and an alarm, while the 
Match was renamed the ‘Polo 
Match Edition’. Further up the Polo 
range, the SEL, R-Line, BlueGT and 
GTI models were fitted with cruise 
control and rear parking sensors. A 
‘Polo R-Line Style’ model was added 
which featured the R-Line body kit, 
body-coloured door handles and 
door mirrors, 16-inch ‘Rivazza’ 
alloy wheels and a Bluetooth touch 
phone kit. The Polo received a 
facelift inside and out for the 2014 
model year. 

What To Look For 

Keep a look out for cars that have 
been flogged by corporate users and 
ensure that servicing has been 
attended to diligently. Check the 
car’s specification carefully, as 
some of the more desirable fea¬ 


tures, like air conditioning, weren’t 
standard on lower spec cars. Check 
the servicing has been done on the 
button, especially for BlueMotion 
and GTI models. The GTI’s wheels 
are hugely prone to kerbing dam¬ 
age, so if you see scuffs, factor those 
into the negotiation. Another thing 
you’ll also need to look for are buy¬ 
ers falsely advertising 2009 model 
year diesels as ‘BlueMotion’ mod¬ 
els. Otherwise, there’s not a lot to 
look out for. Some minor electrical 
niggles have been reported but on 
the whole it’s a solid and dependa¬ 
ble vehicle. In fact, the 2010-11 cars 
scored the lowest number of faults 
in the German TuV used car relia¬ 
bility test. 

On The Road 

The Polo is a vehicle that has cam¬ 
paigned on qualities other than the 
way it drives. While this may sound 
a rather harsh appraisal, it’s part 
and parcel of the Polo’s role as 
understudy in all key regards to the 
Golf. The fifth-generation Polo is a 
perfectly agreeable thing to drive in 
most regards, but if you’re looking 
for something dynamically class¬ 
leading, you’ll face a tough task lik¬ 


ing it. There are three powerplants 
that mop up the lion’s share of all 
sales. The two most popular petrol 
units comprise a 1.2-litre three-cyl¬ 
inder producing 60bhp and a 1.4- 
litre 84bhp. The biggest-selling die¬ 
sel is a 1.2-litre 74bhp. Most cars are 
fitted with a five-speed manual 
transmission as standard but a sev¬ 
en-speed DSG option was offered 
with the 1.4-litre petrol engine. In 
truth, this adds cost and complexity 
when a simple automatic would 
probably have been a better option 
for those who want to rest their left 
leg when driving in stop/start traf¬ 
fic. 

Safety has been one area where 
the Polo scores very highly 
Customers get four airbags, ABS 
and ESP stability control. The han¬ 
dling is safe and predictable and the 
petrol engines feel honest enough. 

The diesel is rather vocal and can 
feel alarmingly limp if caught off 
boost. Wind noise and road roar at 
speed are very well suppressed. 

The Polo GTI deserves special men¬ 
tion. The 1.4-litre TSI engine uses a 
supercharger to boost performance 
low in the rev range helping develop 
250Nm at just 2,000rpm. The turbo¬ 


charger cuts in at 3,000rpm taking 
the engine up to its peak power of 
178bhp at 6,200rpm. It all makes for 
a 0-62mph sprint of 6.9s and a 
142mph top speed, easily guaran¬ 
teeing membership of the hot 
hatch club. It comes with a seven- 
speed DSG paddle-shift gearbox 
and an XDS electronic differential 
as part of its ESP stability control 
system. 

Overall 

The Mk5 Polo makes a genuinely 
solid used buy, presentable at any 
social occasion and with a decent 
selection of used stock available. 

Unless you want the most spar¬ 
kling driving experience in its 
class, it’s hard to see how you could 
be disappointed. We’d look to a 
BlueMotion diesel if you’re cover¬ 
ing bigger miles or a 1.2 TSI if your 
car is to be just a social, shopping 
and school run scoot. Don’t over¬ 
look the GTI if you’re looking for 
something with more edge to its 
character. It won’t keep up with 
something like a hot Clio or Fiesta 
on give-and-take roads but it might 
just be the more rounded long-term 
ownership proposition.

New Car Launch Model Of The Week 



Compact with a capital Q 



AUDI aims to inject a little more fun 
into its SUV line-up with this more 
compact and affordable Q2 model. 
It’s aimed at customers wanting a 
Nissan Juke-style small Crossover 
but requiring a little more class and 
quality 

Background 

‘Fun’ isn’t a word you necessarily 
associate with Audi. ‘Cool’ perhaps. 
‘Classy’ possibly. ‘Mature’ definite¬ 
ly. Well forget that third adjective 
when it comes to discussion of this 
car, the Audi Q2. It’s the kind of 
product that the German brand 
hopes will lower its target age 
demographic, at the same time giv¬ 
ing buyers of small Crossovers a 
more appealing option to aspire 
towards. 

In truth, it’s likely that the Q2 will 
prove to be a little too pricey for 
customers of those cars but premi¬ 
um models in this segment - con¬ 
tenders like Honda’s HR-V and 
Jeep’s Renegade - should certainly 
feel the heat from this Q2. 

Driving Experience 

The Q2 is available with a selec¬ 
tion of five different engines. Along 
with a 1.0-litre three-cylinder TFSI, 
two four-cylinder petrol engines are 
being offered with 1.4 and 2.0 litres 
of displacement. In addition, two 
four-cylinder diesel engines are 
available with 1.6 and 2.0 litres of 


displacement and outputs of 116PS 
and 150PS. As an alternative to the 
six-speed manual transmission, 
Audi also offers the S tronic dual 
clutch transmission with seven 
speeds for all engines. The 150PS 
TDI engine can be combined with 
quattro permanent all-wheel drive 
and the system is standard in con¬ 
junction with the 2.0 TFSI engine. 

Installed at the rear on the front- 
wheel drive versions is a semi-inde¬ 
pendent suspension, while the quat¬ 
tro models have a four-link suspen¬ 
sion. Progressive steering is stand¬ 
ard in all versions. It varies the 
steering gear ratio as a function of 
the steering input; the ratio is made 
more direct with large steering 
movements. Adaptive dampers are 
available as an option, as is the 
Audi drive select system with 
which drivers can set an individual 
characteristic for their Q2. 

Design and Build 

The Q2 certainly looks distinctive 
with its ‘floating blade’ C-pillar and 
colourful trimming. It’s slightly 
shorter and narrower than an A3 
hatch and boasts a complex shape 
that shows a lot of vertices and 
edges. At the front, a strong image 
is created by the high-mounted 
Singleframe grille and the large air 
inlets. 

In profile, the high shoulder line 
is especially eye-catching as are the 


concave flanks in the door area. 

Practically, the Q2 fulfils the fun¬ 
damental expectations of an SUV 
with a high entry, good visibility 
and a large luggage compartment 
(405 to 1,050-litres of capacity), yet 
the driver’s seat position is low in 
relation to the steering wheel as in 
an Audi saloon. Optional practical 
solutions are available such as a 
power tailgate and a three-way split 
rear bench backrest with cargo 
through-loading. 

Market and Model 

Prices haven’t yet been announced 
but we can expect them to be 
pitched just above the brand’s A1 
supermini, which means that most 
Q2 buyers will probably be paying 
somewhere in the £17,000 to £25,000 
bracket. 

Individuality will be key in this 
Q2’s likely market - inside and out. 

A range of equipment packages, 
exterior colours and expressive col¬ 
ours for interior trim and seat 
upholstery should allow plenty of 
creative space for personal configu¬ 
ration. One option is the LED light¬ 
ing package, in which the interior 
is staged in a particularly attractive 
way with illuminated trim ele¬ 
ments. Newly designed 17-inch 
alloy wheels are fitted as standard, 
and can be optionally increased to 
19 inches upon request. 

The free Audi MMI connect app 


enables online media streaming 
and transfer of a calendar from a 
smartphone to the MMI infotain¬ 
ment system. The app for iOS 
operating systems also has a 
‘myAudi’ destinations function. It 
makes it possible to send the data 
of a desired navigation destina¬ 
tion from any app to the MMI navi¬ 
gation plus system. The system 
then uses it for navigation. 

Cost of Ownership 

The Q2 looks set to be a frugal 
choice if you’re looking for a car 
of this kind. The 1.0-litre TFSI pet¬ 
rol version’s likely to be a popular 
choice, capable of around 65mpg 
on the combined cycle and a C02 
return around the lOOg/km mark. 

The 1.6-litre diesel of course does 
even better, with combined cycle 
fuel consumption of over 70mpg 
possible. 

Even the pokey petrol 2.0-litre 
TFSI variant promises to be rea¬ 
sonably efficient thanks to use of 
a dual-clutch transmission which 
has an efficient type of oil supply 
and reduced friction. 

Depreciation figures should be 
as strong as they usually are on 
Audi models. It’s a little disap¬ 
pointing though, that the brand 
sticks to its usual 60,000 mile limit 
on the three year warranty 
Optional extra-cost packages can 
extend the cover to either four or 


five years. Pre-paid servicing pack¬ 
ages are also available. 

Summary 

In some ways, you wonder why it 
took Audi so long to enter the small 
Crossover market. Yes, it’s had its 
Q3 model in campaigning here, but 
that car has proved to be a little too 
pricey to interest the Juke and 
Captur crowd. This car will still 
require such people to take a long 
hard look at their bank balances 
but it’ll certainly be more accessi¬ 
ble. 

Potential buyers will like the styl¬ 
ing, the technology and possibili¬ 
ties for personalisation. The result 
is a car that will usefully widen 
Audi’s market reach.
